PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

W. Il. Broruerton, the man who at- 
tempted to trundle a wheelbarrow from 
San Francisco to Chicago on a wager, 
died at La Junta, Col., on the 19th, of 
mountain fever. 

FRANK MELBOURNE has completed 
his arrangements for his rain-making 
company in Kansas. Recently a party 
of Goodland (Kas.) men went quietly 
down into the Pan-handle of Texas and 
experimented. They produced a flood 
of rain and returned satisfied. The 
company has a capital of $100,000, and 
will operate next year under title of the 
Goodland Rain-Producing association. 

Isaac R. Ditier, ex-consul of the 
United States at Florence, Italy, died 
in Philadelphia, on the 20th, from a 
complication of diseases, at the age of 
72. Deceased was born in Pennsylvania, 
but for many years had been a resident 
of Chicago, where his widow and daugh- 
ter are now living. 

Gov. Hovey of Indiana returned 
home from his trip to Mexico suftering 
severely froma cold, and on the 20th 
his friends became alarmed at his con- 
dition. Symptoms ‘of pneumonia ap- 
peared to have set in, and he was 
thought to be in a very serious condi- 
tion. 

JUDGE SILAS M. CLARK, of the Penn- 
sylvania supreme court, died at Indi- 
ana, Pa., on the 20th. 

Tue department of state has been 
officially informed that the exportation 
of wheat from Russia is prohibited. 

Mrs. SARAH M. ScuLry, stepmother 
of Capt. Schley of the cruiser Baltimore, 
died at her residence in Baltimore, Md., 
on the 21st. 

Mrs. Mary McVey, nearly 70 years 
old, is astonishing the doctors of Brad- 
dock, Pa., by her long fast. She has 
now been almost five months with no 
other food than buttermilk, of which 
she drinks about a pint daily. 

It is said that President Montt of 
Chili is extremely friendly toward 
Minister Egan and the United States, 
and a quieter feeling is prevalent in 
Santiago. 

ASSISTANT SECRETARY NETTLETON of 
the treasury department has returned 
to Washington from Chicago, and says 
the World’s fair buildings are all in an 
advanced state of construction. The 
government's space is ample, and the 
fair is assured of success, 

On the 2ist the Spanish cabinet re- 
signed in a body, and the queen regent 
instructed Senor Del Castillo to form a 
new cabinet. This he promptly did, 
and the new appointees, many of whom 
were chosen from the members of the 
old cabinet, were ratified by Queen 
Christina on the 22d. 

On the 21st John C. Houk (rep.) was 
elected to represent the Second district 
of Tennessee in congress to succeed his 
Iather, L. C. Houk, deceased. 


CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

SUERIFF HARRIMAN, of Blair, Neb., 
returned home, on the 18th, with Ar- 
thur Sloan, the Fontanelle murderer. 
He found him husking corn for a farmer 
near Slater, Ia. Harriman, witha 
deputy, secreted himself in the farmer's 
house, and when Sloan went in to sup- 
per arrested him betore he had achance 
to resist. 

Pinot BoAT No. 10, the Jesse Caroll, 
of New York, reported, on the 18th, 
that when six miles southeast of the 
lightship, at 4 a. m., cries were heard of 
men adrift in a boat. It was blowing 
hard from the northwest at the time 
and the ship woredown, but owing to 
the darkness the castaways could not 
be discovered. 

PROMPTED by jealousy, it issupposed, 
Charles Feisner shot and fatally wound- 
ed Andrew Stohl, at Carver, Minn., on 
the 18th. Ile then shot himself twice 
in the forehead and died in an hour. 

ON the 19th the boiler in Fenton & 
Frampton’s portable saw mill at New 
Castle, Pa., exploded. Charles Wilson 
was blown 150 feet and terribly injured. 
William Duberry was blown 100 feet and 
was fatally scalded and bruised. Other 
employes were more or less hurt, but 
will recover. 

FRANK Aumy, the murderer of Chris- 
tie Warden, was declared guilty of 
murder in the first degree at Plymouth, 
N. H., on the 19th, and was sentenced 
to be hanged the first Tuesday in De- 
cember, 1892. He was at once taken to 
the state prison at Concord to be con- 
fined until the day of execution, in 
view of -the determined disposition 
manifested to deal with him by lynch 
law. 

J. J. Asurortu, treasurer of the 
Royal Arcanum Building and Loan as- 
sociation, of Brooklyn, who is charged 
with embezzling $12,000 of the funds of 
that association, has been arrested 
in Liverpool and is held for extradition 
proceedings. He is said to have ab- 
seconded from Brooklyn last May. 

On the 20th nine buildings were de- 
stroyed by fire in Monongahela City, 
Pa., and fifty acres of timber land, the 
property of the Brown Coal Co., were 
burned over, involving a loss of $30,000. 
The origin of the fire is unknown. 

On the 20th Eldin Mason, one of the 
best-known iron dealersin this country, 
made a desperate attempt to end his 
life by cutting his throat at his home 
in Philadelphia. The cause of the at- 
tempted self-destruction is not known. 

ON the 20th Municipal Judge Hees- 
ey, of Omaha, Neb., bound over to the 
listrict court four of the men charged 
with participation in the lynching of 
George Smith (colored) a few weeks 
‘Lon others were discharged, 
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R. 8. Bincuam, a Methodist clergy- 
man, who lives near Emory and Henry 
college, surrendered himself at Abing- 
don, Va., on the 20th, saying that he 
had shot Frank Queensberry during a 
quarrel. He claims that the shooting 
was done in self-defense and after 
Queensberry had assaulted him. The 
injured man, it is said, will die. 

z Lron Larrt, of 378 Grand street, New 
York, has disappeared. He did a bank- 
ing and ticket-brokerage business with 
the Russian Poles of that neighborhood, 
and it is said that he has decamped with 
about $7,000 of their money. 

ON the 2ist Rev. Dr. Clutterbuck, of 
J.ondon, who swindled several members 
of his congregation by inducing them 
to purchase worthless securities, plead- 
ed guilty, and was sentenced to four 
years’ penal servitude. His total 
swindlings amounted to $35,000. The 
most of the money was lost in heavy 
gambling. 

On the 21st a party of United States 
deputy marshals, led by Collector Ham- 
lin, raided a number of mountaineers 
near Guin, Marion county, Ala., captur- 
ing two, who were sent to jail at Hamil- 
ton on the 22d. Seme of the party of 
United States officers surrounded Bell 
Young, a noted mountaineer, and ar- 
rested him. He drew his pistol and 
fired, killing Depnty Marshal Osborn, 
and then fled. Fifty shots were fired 
after him, but he escaped, apparently 
untouched. 


MISCELLANEOUS, 

Business failures occurring through: 
out the country during the seven days 
ended on the 30th numbered for the 
United States 252, and for Canada 33, a 
total of 285, as compared with a total 
of 291 for the previous week. For the 
corresponding week of last year the 
figures were 274, representing 247 fail- 
ures in the United States and 27 in the 
Dominion of Canada. 

THE contract-labor inspectors at the 
barge office in New York have discov- 
ered five Russian men and one woman 
who came here under contract to work 
in the mines at Tyrone, Pa. Joseph 
Brownitz, a boss miner at that place, 
made the contract with them. 

ADVICES received from Santos de- 
clare that port to be infected with yel- 
low fever. All the other Brazilian 
ports are also suspected of being infect- 
ed with the disease. 

ON the 21st a commercial treaty be- 
tween Austria and Italy was signed 
which is said to give Italy large facili- 
ties for the exportation of wines, olives, 
fruits and manufactures. 

THF St. Petersburg correspondent of 
the London Chronicle says it is ex- 
pected that the exportation of horses 
from Russia to Austria and Germany 
will be prohibited. This and the pro- 
hibition of the exportation of wheat are 
regarded as having a military signifi- 
cance. 

AN outbreak is feared at Sao Paulo, 
Brazil. It is stated, on good authority, 
that a large force of troops has been 
ordered to proceed with all possible 
dispatch to Desterro. 





CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 





Tur statement of the Chilian finance 
minister shows that ex-President Bal- 
maceda had expended during the civil 
war an amount equivalent in paper 
money to $73,000,000. 

Tur City Council of Sharpsburg, Ky., 
refuses to light the streets on Sunday 
nights, claiming it would be in violation 
of the fourth commandment. Suit will 
be brought. 

Tue total failure of the cornand bean 
crops in the State of Durango, Mexico, 
owing to the drouth, is causing intense 
suffering among the poor. The price of 
corn has risen to an enormous figure, 
selling in some parts of the State at 
over $1 per bushel. 

Tur plant of the Dallas, Texas, 
Dressed Beef & Packing Company burned 
on the 24th. The plant was completed 
about a year ago and cost $160,000; in- 
sured for $34,500. 

A TRUNK containing dynamito ex- 
ploded on the 23d in the baggage car of 
the western mail on the Pennsylvania 
Railroad as the train was passing Irvin 
Pa. The explosion tore out one side of 
the car and wrecked the trunk, scatter- 
ing the contents over the tracks. 

NICHOLAS ELLENS, of Houston County, 
Minn., aged 72, died on the 23d, the 1e- 
sult of a peculiar accident. While car- 
rying swill to his hogs, he slipped, and 
in falling drove the stem of his pipe 
into his throat. It broke off and was 
with difficulty extracted. Blood poison- 
ing resulted from the nicotine and death 
soon followed. 

AN official report of the mortgages re- 
corded, and released in 50 of the eastern 
counties of Kansas, show a reduction of 
$302,407 indebtedness during October. 
For five months the net reduction of 
farm mortgage indebtedness in eastern 
and central Kansas was $2,300,000. 

Gen. ALvin Pb. Hovey, Governor of 
Indiana, died at Indianapolis on the 
23d of heart failure. 

DiptHeria is raging in Belleville, I1l., 
and amounts to almost an epidemic. It 
broke out in September, and since that 
time its ravages have been severe anda

Determined te “0 —_ ponthcorarspa 

Their Senses and the “Rebels” Equally 

Determined te Resist-—Fonseca Strength- 

ening His Forees hy Liberal Offers of 

Bounty to tue Thousands of Foreigners 

in Rio de Janeiro—The Junta Gaining 

Strength. 

Lonxpon, Nov. 23.—A dispatch from 
Montevideo says that Fonseca has in- 
dignatly rejected the demand of the 
Rio Grande junta for his resignation, 
and stated that he would use all the 
means at his command to bring those 
whom he calls rebels to obedience. In 
addition to the large force already sent 
to attack the troops of the junta, 
Fonseca is offering a large bounty and 
liberal pay for recruits. These are not 
hard to get among the numerous float- 
ing population of Rio Janeiro, which 
includes many desperate characters 
from all partsof the world. These are 
coming forward to take service in Fon- 
seca’s army. 

Great indignation has been aroused 
in Rio Grande at the prospect of having 
these mercenaries turned loose upon 
the people, should Fonseca prove vic- 
torious, and the consequence is a great 
stimulus to the voluntary recruiting 
for the junta. For the present the 
policy of the junta will probably be one 
of defense. The junta has, however, 
given it to be distinctly understood that 
they are in arms for the liberties of 
Brazil as a whole, and not for Rio 
Grande alone, and this announcement 
has served t9 strengthen and stimulate 
the republican movement in other 
provinces, where the prospect of a se- 
cession of ‘Rio Grande had a chilling 
effect. 

In Rio Grande itself the junta has 
not yet fully established its authority. 
A considerable portion of the national 
guard, assembled at San Francisco de 
Paulo, is still in doubt, the men being 
generally inclined to the revolution, 
but the officers holding out for Fon- 
seca. The junta is confident that no 
armed cenflict will be necessary to 
bring this large body, nearly 12,000 in 
number, over to the side of the revolu- 
tion. Mg cfticcrs, while influential 
with the men, have been unable to 
carry the latter into declaring for Fon- 
seca, ané will probably retire from the 
commam: which they are unable to ex- 
ercise, and leave the junta in control. 
Even should they offer to make an 
armed resistance, the junta would be 
certain >f victory. 

Negotiations between the parties hav- 
ing practically ended, both Fonseca and 
the jusita sre now preparing with the 
greatest vigor for atrial at arms. As 
cabled on Friday, Fonseca sent a force 
to attempt a landing near Barbosa, 
just south of the province of Santa 
Catharina. Whether the object is to 
defend Santa Catharina, or make a 
land movement from the coast on Porto 
Alegre, is not known. It is claimed 
that the allegiance of the navy to Fon- 
seea is becoming more and more doubt- 
ful, and that the dictator himself is 
alarmed by the evidence of lukewarm- 
ness on the part of his naval command- 
ers. THedare not remove any of them 
for fear of arousing a general mutiny, 
and, onthe other hand, the Rio Grande 
junta is known to have received secret 
assurances of naval support and sym- 
pathy, which is one reason that ac- 
counts for the boldness of its attitude. 

Gen. Osserio, the military commander 
of the junta’s forces, has expressed 
himself as having no doubt of success 
against Fonseca. In common with 
many others in Rio Grande, and also 
Uruguay, he professes to believe that 
Fonseca’s object is to re-establish the 
empire. The prevailing impression, 
however, in Rio Grande is that I’on- 
seca’s ambition is wholly personal; that 
he cares no more for Dom Pedro than 
for the congress which he has dis- 
solved, and that his real object is to 
establish a personal rule similar to 
that which l'rancia and Lopez exercised 
in Paraguay. It is this impression 
which strengthens the junta, not in Rio 

yrande alone, but in other prvinces of 
Brazil. 


WILLING TO FIGHT. 


Both Sides in the Brazilian Squabble 
Would Fight, But Nature Interposes 
Some Serious Obstacles. 

Lonpon, Nov. 23.—A dispatch from 
Montevideo says that affairs are at a 
standstill between Fonseca and the 
junta of Rio Grande do Sul. This is 
not because either party is afraid to 
fight, but because they cannot get at 
each other. The junta’s naval force 
hardly deserves the name of a fleet,and 
is chiefly compcsed of small steamers 
that were used by the government for 
custom-house purposes. There is also 
a gunboat or two, but nothing that 
could cope in op’ > waters with the 
powerful squadron the command of 
Da Fonseca. 

On the other hand, the condition of 
the interior, which is impassable for 
artillery—the roads in the woods being 
mere pathways—and the sand bars that 
protect Rio Grande do Sul and the 
mouth of the great salt water inlet 
that gives access to Porto D’ Alegre, 
make it extremely difficult for Da Fon- 
seca to bring either a formidable naval 
or military force to bear against the 
province which refuses to recognize his 
supremacy. The two parties, there- 
fore, are for the present in a 
condition of reserved hostility. 
Fonseca may at any moment succeed 
in overcoming the barriers that stand 
in the way of invasion, and the junta 
may grow bold enough to strike an of- 
fensive blow; but for the present the 
contest is apparently confined to an in:

nearly a whole year before re- 
united republicanism can demon- 
strate its unquestioned power and 


supremacy in Iowa, and there is a com- 
ing together for restoration of harmony 
and strength that is not going to per- 
mit any party discipline or dividing 
local issues to weaken the republican 
columns in next year's campaign. The 
recklessness of the unlimited criticism 
two years ago contributed largely to 
the defeat of this year and it is grandly 
cheering to know that it is not going to 
be indulged in again as a more disas- 
trous result of the late defeat than the 
defeat itself. The old-time republican 
unity, courage and determination are 
ali that are necessary to carry Iowa on 
a platform that declares for the protec- 
tion of laborers, producers and all 
other business interests; for a reciproc- 
ity that will exchange non-competing 
surplus products with all other coun- 
tries and without tollage; for honest 
money that will give every purchaser a 
dollar's worth of goods for any dollar 
that bears the stamp of the govern- 
ment; and for a fair ballot that can 
only be gained by an honest count of 
every vote cast. On that platform the 
republicans of Jowa will rise from de- 
feat to win an old-time victory next 
year.—Iowa State Register. 


THE OHIO ELECTION. 


A Prototype of the Coming Natlonal 
Campaign. 

Tn the light shed by Ohio upon nation- 
al po’ities it is evident that the farm- | 
ers of America are the stanch upholders 
of and firm believers in the American 
doctrine. Many things have shown 
this, but this Ohio election made it en- 
tirely plain on a scale large enough to 
attract universal attention. The 
sophisms of *#:e importer interest are 
mainly directed toward the agricultural 
public. The producers are continually 
told that a tariff builds up factories at 
the expense of the farmers, makes 
millionaires in the cities and tenants 
in the country. 

A year ago the air was full of the cry: 
‘“‘McKinleyism has been rebuked by 
the people,” and a great many repub- 
licans joined in swelling the pean of 
democratic victory. A little later those 
republican assistant democrats set to 
work industriously to make it appear 
that genuine republicanism could not 
stand alone, but must be bolstered up 
by reciprocity. It was like claiming 
that the dog could not run without the 
help of his tail. Maj. McKinley made 
no disparaging reference to reciprocity, 
but, on the other hand, he made no use 
of it in any form or to any extent. 
The only other issue which he dis- 
cussed was the silver question. He 
honored and dignified that subject by 
admitting it to a partnership with the 
tariff. The junior partner may come in 
for an equal share in the profits. It is 
undoubtedly true that Ohio has re- 
moved all danger, if any existed, that 
the national republican convention of 
1892 will either subordinate tariff to 
any collateral issue or depart from a 
sound money policy. Maj. McKinley 
was chairman of the committee on reso- 
lutions in 18®8, also in 1884, and very 
iikely he will serve a third term in that 
capacity. Should he do so the enthusi- 
asm which would greet his reading of 
the platform would be a memorable 
political episode and inspire enthusi- 
asm the country over. However that 
all may be, it may be set down as an 
assured fact that the campaign in Ohio 
in 1891 was in its fundamental charac- 
ter the prototype of the national cam- 
paign of next year.—Chicago Inter 
Ocean.

try have reason to rejoice at the vic- 
tory of Maj. McKinley. His brave and 
splendid vindication of the national 
policy of the party will command the 
gratitude of true republicans every- 
where, as it has won the approval of 
the people of Ohio. But in other states 
as well as in Obio the republicans had 
to contend against tremendous odds. 
The prestige of an unprecedented suc- 
cess last year helped the democrats, 
and also the control of the state gov- 
ernments in nearly all the contested 
states. Stronger always on national 
than on local issues, the republican 
party was nevertheless confronted in 
this state by opponents who dodged 
national questions completely. One 
result is that their local success in New 
York and Massachusetts has no mean- 
ing as respects the struggle that is 
coming, while the victory of Maj. Mc- 
Kinley means much. 

In the general result, therefore, the 
republicans have no reason to be dis- 
heartened. They rejoice in some splen- 
did victories already achieved, and 
point to these as proof that another 
year of similar progress and acbhieve- 
ment will give them a national tri- 
umph. They will not fail to see where 
they have gained most, and why. In 
the contest that is coming it will not be 
possible to divert the attention of the 
people from the national issues on 
which this year has proved that victo- 
ries may be won.—N, Y. Tribune.

While those who decry women use as 
one of their chief arguments the state- 
ment that women have no inventive 
faculty, women, it seems, from the 
actual official returns, go straight on in- 
venting. Not to speak of Catharine 
Greene, the wife of Gen. Nathaniel 
Greene. who undoubtedly invented the 
cotton gin, and whose second husband 
induced her to abate her fear of ndicule 
and claim an interest in it, or of Mrs. 
Walton’s achievements with noise- 
deadening, with smoke-burning, and 
with similar experiments, there are 
many other inventions by women of 
equal importance. One woman has in- 
vented a method of converting a barrel 
of oil into ten thousand cubic feet of 
gas; another has invented a sewing- 
machine that needs no _ threading; 
others have invented the ruffling and 
quilting attachments to such machines, 
and urrangements for sewing duck and 
leather. One such attachment made a 
fortune for Miss Helen Blanchford; and 
anew baby-carriage brought to its in- 
ventor, a woman, the sum of a hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars. Another 
woman has invented a superior street- 
sweeper; another, a spinning-wheel 
carrying as many as forty threads; 
another, a plan for heating cars; 
another, a screw-crank, for steam- 
ships; and a chain elevator, a horse- 
shoe machine, a reaper and mower, a 
danger signal, and so on without end, 
owe their existence to the brains of 
women. It was Miss Knight who in- 
vented a complicated machine for mak- 
ing the square-bottomed paper bag, 
and refused fifty thousand dollars for 
the patent, and who also invented an- 
other machine that does the work of 
thirty pairs of hands in folding these 
bags. Itis Mrs. Armstrong who has 
invented a machine for feeding cattle 
on trains; it is Josephine Davis who 
has invented an arrangement of lamps 
and rubber cloth fora hot vapor bath 
at home; Mrs. Beastly, a machine for 
turning out complete barrels by the 
hundred; Anna Conolly, a_ practical 
fire-escape; Mrs. Bailey, an attachment 
to beds by means of which the patient 
can raise and lower himself. And 
among all these inventions none is per- 
haps of a more pleasing and grateful 
character than that of Mrs. Nancy 
Johnson, who invented the first ice- 
cream freezer, but who, not so wise as 
some of her sisters, sold her patent for 
fifteen hundred dollars, all ice-creams 
previous to her crank having been 
made by a slow and laborious stirring. 

And this is merely skimming over 
the surface and selecting a few in- 
stances that most easily strike the eye, 
leaving the multitude unmentioned. 
Nor are these inventions confined, it is 
evident, to the walks in life most fa- 
miliar to women, as, among others, the 
grain-elevator, the screw-crank for 
steamships, and the barrel-maker tes- 
tify. And while the existence of all 
these patents and their results ought 
to confound the careless speaker who 
thinks so lightly of feminine capability, 
it does something far more important 
in showing how greatly enriched the 
whole world will be when the feminine 
mind as well as the masculine is fully 
brought to the work.—Harper’s Bazar. 





YOUNG WOMEN IN THE SOUTH. 


They Are Securing An Education for Self- 
Support and Not for Social Culture 
Only. 

The fact that so large a proportion of 
the young women now attending south- 
ern colleges are securing an education 
not for ornament but for use, not for 
social culture merely but in prepara- 
tion for self-support, has had the very 
natural effect of making them more 
earnest and diligent in the prosecution 
of their studies. A much larger pro- 
portion of college girls comes now from 
the middle and poorer classes than for- 
merly. Many of the poor girls of the 
south to-day are the daughters of edu- 
cated parents whose property was 
swept away during the war, their cul- 
ture surviving the loss of home and 
property. And what will an educated 
and refined mother not do, what sacri- 
fices will she not make, in order that 
her daughter may have the benefits of 
an education? If poor she will prac- 
tice the most rigid economy and sub- 
mit to the severest personal self-de- 
nial if thereby her daughter is enabled 
to enjoy the advantages of an educa- 
tiou; and many &ure the southern moth- 
ers who since the war have done this, 
and more, to give their children an ed- 
ucation. Ard there are many noble in- 
stances in ‘which an elder daughter, 
having been thus educated through the 
labor and economy of her parents, has 
generously requited their loving self- 
denial in her Lehalf by going to work 
herself and helping each of her young- 
er sisters to obtain the education which 
their parents were anxious but unable 
to give them. It is Victor Hugo who has 
called this ‘‘the century of woman.” It 
is certainly an age that has witnessed 
great changes in the life, education and | 
labor of women everywhere; and these 
changes have all been in the direction 
of enlarging the sphere of woman’s ac- 
tivities, increasing her liberties and 
opening up possibilities to her life 
hitherto restricted to man. It is a 
movement limited to no land and to no 





years, and to encourage and promote 
which such noble schools for women as 
Wellesley, Vassar, Smith and Bryn 
Mawr have been founded, and so many 
great male universities in the north 
and in England thrown open to them, 
is duly recognized and felt among the 
young women of the south. This wide- 
spread aspiration of southern young 
women for broader culture finds expres: 
sion in the eagerness with which they 
are seeking admission into the best 
of the higher institutions provided 
for males, and this not because 
co-education finds favor in_ the 
south—for it is, perhaps, less encour- 
aged here than in any other part of the 
United States—but only because there 
is no higher institution of learning for 
women which provides for them the 
extensive facilities and broad culture 
furnished by at least a few institutions 
for young men. Many feel that the 
greatest educational needs of the south 
to-day is an institution that will pro- 
vide for young women as thorough an 
education and as broad a culture as is 
provided for young men at the Univer- 
sity of Virginia, the Vanderbilt, or 
Johns Hopkins—an institution that will 
not be in competition with any existing 
female college in- the south, but will 
hold itself above them all by establish- 
ing and rigidly maintaining high condi- 
tion of entrance as well as graduation, 
and whose pride will be the high qual- 
ity of the work it does, not the number 
of pupils it enrolls, though numbers 
would also come in due course of time. 
The active, earnest, vigorous young 
womanhood of the south is demanding 
such an institution. Surely a demand 
so just and a need so widely and 
seriously felt can not go long unmet. 
Where is the philanthropist who will 
bless his own and succeeding genera- 
tions, and make himself immortal in 
the good he will do, by giving the 
young women of the south a Smith 
college, or a Wellesley, ora Vassar? 
Is it possible that a million dollars 
could be spent in any way where it 
would accomplish more good than in 
founding such an institution for the 
daughters of those noble women of 
whom we have written.—W. F. Fillett, 
in The Century. 


A New Role, 

The opening of Oklahoma and the 
rush for the Indian land have brought 
fair women before the public in a new 
character—that of woman boomer—and 
as such she is said to be braver and 
more daring than even the man advent- 
urer. One of the most famous of these 
women is Nannetta Daisy, a finely edu- 
cated and beautiful woman of thirty, 
who was the leader of a score or more 
of women boomers, having their head- 
quarters in Indian territory. Nannetta 
had been a school teacher and newspa- 
per writer and missed by but one vote 
being state librarian of Kentucky. At 
the head of her amazon company of 
boomers she took up a claim near Ed- 
munds, one of the best in the country. 
This claim was contested by a railroad 
engineer, the contest terminating in a 
shooting match. Both were slightly 
wounded, but public opinion was in 
favor of the woman. A squatter jury 
placed her in possession and warned the 
man to leave the country.—Once a 
Week. 





A Woman Civil Servant. 

Miss Creswell the postmistress of 
Gibraltar, is an official who has a very 
important part to play in the regular 
business of the colony. She is the su- 
perintendent of the government tele- 
graph office, and for the last five years 
has had sole control of the post office, 
with a large staff under her, and 
branches at Tangier,* Magzagan and 
other towns of Morocco. Miss Creswell 
gets $2,800 a year and occupies the 
unique position of being a female civil 
servant,
